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ABSTRACT 

Changes that have recently taken place in the 
composition of the American family and the circumstances in which 
children and youth are now growing up are highlighted in this 
Congressional report. While this compilation of approximately 64 
tables of data is not ilitended to be comprehensive, nor does it uss 
eveiry statistical series available, it does include data for which 
there are reasonably reliable national measures. Several tables are 
provided in each of the following seven categories : population, 
family environment, income, education, healtn and health-related 
behavior, behavior and attitude^, and selected government programs 
affecting children. Brief statements by two of the members of the 
Select Committee on Children, Youth, and Families are appended. 
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"U.S. Children and Their jFarhilio.s : Current Conditions and Recent 
Tttnds'' b^frins our assessment, of fl e comlitions in which American > 
children, youth, alid families now live. - * 

Those tables shoW that dramatic chancres in the living situations 
of families and children are taking place, creating: new pressures on 
families and new demands on our institutions. It seems likely that 
our children will be shaped by environments mucji diff^rent than 
our own. 

This compilation is not intended to be compreliensive, nor doevS it 
use every statistical series available. It includes only those data for* 
\thich there^are reasonably reliable national measures. Ne\erthekss, 
it should.be noted that national data often mask regional and local 
differences. • 

There are important fhcts that should be included t<xdraw a more 
" complete picture of children and fjimilies, but these data are not 
available. Basic national statistics are not collected for such groups 
es handicapped and adapted children, foster children, and children 
of immiprant workers. More complete fiofures are needed on abused or 
neglected children anTl^youth. THere is also a need for more definitive 
national information on various ethnic ffrowps. 

Tlie goal of the Select Committee on Children., Youth, and Families 
is to develop an up-to-date profile of the trdnds of the la.st several 
deca^les so that we can bejrin to sa>: This is wh6re the nation stands 
with regard to the financial status of , families, changes in the work- 
force, tlie number of children Hving With only one parent, ihe health 
and educational status of children, etc. We will, then be better able 
to determine which areas antV issues most ^equir^ our consideration. 

The public has been seeking some shape and focus for issues *affect- - 
ing cliildren, youth, and families. Members of Congress join in that 
search, knowing that a solid information bavsc is e^ssential to sensible 
policy choices ^\hich addrc>s the caus^vs, not simply the symptoms, 
of problems. We are pleased that this first report of the Se)ect Com- 
mittee on Children, Youth, and Families^ provides a stop in that 
direction.

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This report highlights the dramatic changes that have taken place 
both iix the composition of the American family and in the circum- 



These changes begin with the size of the jCjntild* population itself. 
The children of the baby "boom'' of the 1950s and 1960s are nbw 
beyond their childhood years. The subsequent "bust'' of the 1970s re- 
sulted in a sharp contraction in the number of children. Now^ how- 
ever, ai> thiTchildren of the babj boom have become parents themselves, 
the annual number of births has once again begun to rise. 

Much more has changed, however, than the mere numbers. of chil- 
dren. An entire range of characteristics for families and children 
including family composition, median incomes, and the percentage of 
mothers working outside the home, continue to demonstrate the great 
change which has taken place in the last generation. 

The proportion of children living with one parent has nearly dou- 
bled in the last decade^ and the proportion with mothers who work 
outside the home has changed from a minority to a majority. One in 
four children do not live with two parents and nearly ope in five 
families with children tindep L8 is headed by a woman. Fifty percent 
of mothers with children unaer 6 are now in the labor force, and more 
children than before are cared for b^ non-relatives and receive care 
outside their homes. 

The economic status of children has clearly deteriorated, especially 
among minority children. Median family income is lower today than a 
decade ago, when measurtjd in constant dollars, tind the prevalence of 
poverty among children ha^s actually increased inlthe last few years. 
Overall, nearly one child out of five lived in poverty in 1981, and one 
out of four lived J)elow 125 'percent of the poverty level. 

The situation is worse for minority children. More than 2 ouLof 5 
black children are living in poverty, and over half live below 125 per- 
cent of the poverty level. ^ 

To what can we attribute this harsh circumstance? For one thing, 
children in single parent families are much more likely to be living 
in poverty— their median family income isf barely one third that of 
children liv ing in two-parent families. Their economic difficulties stem 
in part from the loss of income from one adult wage earner. Another 
factor is the lack of financial support by many absent fathers. Only 
a third of all mothers with minor children receive any child support 
from the absent fathers, and* the average annual level of support, 
among those few who receive it, is less than $2,000. Moreover, analysis 
from the Bureau of Census suggests a significant correlation between 
changes in famil^y composition and changes in income and poverty 
levels. The correlatij^n is larger for black families than for white 
families, since the former group experienced much larger changes in 
family composition, although the_ causes for changes in family com- 
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position for both black find white families are many and varied. These 
changes in famUj composition and their relationship to family income 
levels, as well as the reciprocal relationship between income depriva- 
tion and changes in patterns of family formation and breakup, are of 
seriou^>eQacfiFn to the committee and merit further discussion. 

This summary^ of tpends also bears out many concerns raised in 
recenL-^ears. Tliere continues to be a relatively high rate of infant 
mortaTuy, particularly among the black population. Increases in ado- 
lescent buicide, in the use of elected drugs among adolescents, and a 
long term decline in the average scores achieved by college- bound 
high school students on the Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) all are 
substantiated by the data. 

Not air the statistical news regarding children and youth, ^however, 
is disquieting. 

There has been a marked and steady decline in overall infant mor- 
tality. Over 95 percent of all kindergarten children have now been 
jmmunized against the most prevalent childhood diseases. Basic skills 
irx rWlIng"and mathematics ha\e been iniproving, especially among 
black children. The drop in the SAT scores seems to have stopped. 
And the proportion of children whose parents ha\e at leiCfet a high 
school education hasbeen increasing, most notably among black chil- 
drc^n. It also appears that current trends in the teenage use of some 
drugs is leveling off or reversing. 

Certain of the goals and ralues of yo\ng people have changed in 
the past decade. Today's high school seniors show more concern than 
those of a decade ago with finding steady ^^k and^aking money, 
and less concern for correcting social and economic in«}uaKties. Addi- . 
tional survey research and public opinion data on U.S. population 
attitudes, values and beliefs regarding children and the lamily will 
be an important component for future deliberations. As a part of.the 
data, wo hope to identify some of the positive elements that make for 
strong, healthy families. , * . • 

The last section of the report reviews the participation rates and 
le\els of investment in some government programs designed to ad- 
dross the problems faced by children, youth, and families. To dato, 
one quarter of all households with children un^er 18 receive one or- 
more of the four main means-tested, non-caSh benefits. 

The future rolo of government in addressing these issues is now 
being actively debated, as is the extent to which all our institutions, 
public and private, can play a. positive ro^ in the development of 
young people and the<well-being of the family. This re[)ort, the first 
of many planned, should enhance that debate by substantially increas^ 
ing the understanding of the status and nee<Js of our children, youth*, 
and families by the public and Members of Congress. 
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ADDITIONAL VIEWS OF HON. MICKEY LELAND 

I would like to thank Chairman Miller, the Select Committee staff 
and the organization involved in the compilation of these tables. 

It is my hope that, as a result of the work of this committee, Con- 
gress and future administrations will take a more realistic view of the 
problems facing children and families. 

It is troubling to me as an American, especially as a black Ameri- 
can, that : (1) The number of black children bom out of wedlock in- 
creased 18 percent between 1970 and 1980. Stated differently, this 
means that over 55 percent of black children are born out of wedlock. 
(2) 47.2 percent of black children are raised in single-parent house- 
vhplds, headed by the mother only. (3) For white children bom in 
2-piirent families, the median income is $22,258. For mother-only 
families, the median income drops alarmingly— ^,058 for whites, 
|6,565 for blacks, and only $5,934 for Hispanics (less than $50(^ a 
month). (4) More than 1 in 8 children have not seen a doctor in the 
last 2 years. (5) The average child support payment is only $1,799 
per year (blacte and Hispanics receive only about $1,300 a year in 
child support). 

These statistics are deeply disturbing. They speak poorly of our 
commitment to our greatest resource, our children. 

This committee's mandate, therefore, is substantial. We must work 
to insure that our country continues its greatnesa This cannot be 
done withdut reversing the trends which so greatly liihit the future 
of our children, trends which the statistics presented here today sadly 
represent*

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ADD^;riONAL VIEWS OF HON. THOMAS J. BLILEY, JR. 

On the whole, I believe that thib committee print is very informative 
and that it will be a useful contribution to our considerations. Espe- 
ciallv enlightening a^e the statisticb bhowing the dramatic increase in 
bingfe parent fathilieb, the average incomes of tHise families, and the 
disgraceful record of the proportion of children who never receive $1 
of support from their absent lathers. According to the U.S. Bureau of 
ieubus report. Characteristics of the Population Below the Poverty 
Level: 1981, "about one-half of all children living in families with a 
female householder, no husband present, were below the poverty level 
in 1981, compared with 11 percent of children living in married -couple 
families*" Conversely, approximately one half of all families below 
the poverty level in 1981 were maintained by women with no husband 
present. 

These facts give an indication of the growing magnitude and grav- 
ity of the problems with which we have to deal. Taken together with 
statistics shotving the rapid increase of non-cash benefits to poor chil- 
dren and their families smce the mid 1960's, one must come to the con- 
clusion that we are battling not only poverty, but much more profound 
problems as well. These considerations lead me, at least, to the conclu- 
sion that we ought to rethink our strategies of dealing with the nrob- , 
lems of underprivileged children. Obviously, the programs we nave 
developed are not helping enouffh in the long run. 

There are two obse.rvation5 wh;ch I believe should be made at this 
time about«the types of data included in the committee print. First, we 
should be careful to avoid conf iWng hard Statistical data with the 
results of opinion surveys, froiQcaffiai^ver source. In this print the two 
are somewhat mixed together witnout distinction between their rela- 
tive merits. Surveys of opinion can be useful tools in considering the 
problems of large groups of people, but we must admit their limita- 
tions. We have each had the experience of seeing inthe news results of 
different survejs on the same topic rendering sfeeiQingly contrary 
results. Often we do not know the exact question whicn was asked or 
who was involveii in the survey. That is the case in the surveys in this 
report. Yet we k\l know that the sample selection and the order and 
phrasing of questions can . play an important part in survey results. 

Second, wo ought to be clear on the fact that even statistics thern- 
i^elves do not answer any of the more profound questions which we 
must ask ourselves. Statistics are useful, indeed indispensable, to those 
charged with responsibility for large numbers of people. All too often, 
however, centering discussion on statistics, and not paying sufficient 
attention to the causes of problem^, stifles discussion of the important 
issues. Our tendency to rely on statistics is understandable. Statistics 
offerto our minds evidence which is relatively clear and easy to under- 
stand. By comparison, arguments about the rights of individuals, the 
natural authority of the family, and the legitimate powers of goveifn- 
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ment are complex and do not prov ide Ub with ap&werfe quickly or easily, 
But'^ve inubt renienibCr that thebe arc questions which are at^be root 
of , our deliberationb. Until the^e que^tionb are* answered, staTistics are 
of limited Ube. Statibticians could not have written the Declaration of 
Independence or the Cojibtitution of the United* States, and statisti- 
cians should not be depended upon to interpret them. ' ' 
Ilavlnp made the^e observationh for the committee\s consideration, 
let me reiterate that I am generally pleased with the print and I am 
certain that it w ill be valuable to our efforts. 
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
